It sppeared, from the opening of Mr. Templo, that the plaintiff 
was the daughter of the late mansger of the gas company at Bolton, 
bat her father being dead, she resided with ber mother and 
daugbters at Southport. The defendant was an attorney practising 
«5 Bolton, іо the receipt, acoording to his own statement, of £900 
a year. The plaintiff was thirty years old, and the defendant ab ut 
twenty-five. They beosme acquainted, and ultimately engaged іа 
November last, apparently without the knowledge of the mother of 
ihe gentleman. ‘I'he learned counsel stated that in an irqairy ғпоһ 
n3 this, where jadgment had been suffered to go by defani., it would 
not ba necessary for him to go so much into the ciroumstar ceg of the 
engagement as in otber cesses, bat, nevertheless, ав the plaintiff was 
entitled to recaive compensation 1n respect of ber broken affections 
aud the degree of control which the defendant had obtained over 
them, Бе would read rome of the letters to show that in thie caso 
the plaintiff had aurrencered her entire affections to the defendant. 
The first letter read was one of the 23rd of November, and oon- 
tained the fellowing psserges :— 

“Му very dear, dear darling, —How shall I address you, or what 
name shall I give you, to convey to you the expression o! my love 
snd affaction for you, and to show you how very Cear you are to 
me, my own beautiful Nelly? If you are happy іп the possession 
ot what may seem now to be а treasure, Iam happier still, if that 
were posibla, in possessing you—a far greater treasure and lovelier 
jawel than І сър ever be. not our leve for esoh other Бэ of a 
transitory kind, but of  rever-ending nature. Aseuredly mine 
will be for you, and God forbid that І shonld, even for the smallest 
duration of time, entertain в doubi that yours will be во likewise. ... 
What a beautifol еріне your last was! Never mind that it i8 the 
old, old sto-y —love. I’ve read it over and over, and when you can 
pour forth such effusions, I oannot for а moment doubt that 1 have 
your whole love.” 

Jn a subsequent letter of the 28'h of November, in reference to a 
railway accident that had occurre?, һө wrote :—

me sbudcer. Jn fact, 1 cannot entertain the thought for en 
jn:tant." 

Notwithstanding these pasvsges, and а vest pumber more to a

After the receipt of this le'^or the plaintiff was entirely overcome, 
asd foliowed her immedis:e impulse to rash to ber lover for en ez- 

iauation. This sppcared to have been ratisfactorily rendered, for 
E brought ber do«ns'a'rs to ber osb with bis arm around her 
waist, &:compsnied her to her brothec-1n-law's, Mr. Holden's, where 
phe waa staying, and the correspoudence was then resumed, the de- 
fendant saying ho wonla give worlds to undo tbe writing and sand- 
ing of the letter, "ihe mother, however, who was prerent at а рог- 
tion of the interview, eesma to haya expressed ber objection to the 
matoh very étroog!y ; end in crogs-exainivation after гагдв of Mr.

DISGRAOEFUL OULRAGES AND RIOT IN А ОНОВОН. 


‘Tu village of Northmoor-green, near Bridgewater, was on Sanday 
the scene of а most disgraceful riot, arising out of the introdaction 
into the services of the parish ohuroh of those ritualisiio observances 
of the middle ages, for the restoration of which а stroggle is now 
being made by the ministers of many churches. The Kev. James 
Thorpe, the inoumbent, has boen long kaown as &monget the 

most of that party. and it had become known that there were to be 
grand doings on Easter Sanday, and that the services of the mem- 
bers of the Third Order ot St. benedict, in fraternity at the Oratory, 
Trenchard-street, Bristol, had been invoked on ihe oocasion. A very 
diegracefal state of things resulted. Daring the Saturday night some 
parties, as yet undiscovered, forced ont one of the windows of the 
oburch, end having ibus obtained ingress to the sacred edifize, 
committed some scandalous 8018 of outrage. They destroyed the 
altar decorations, broke the altar, the super-altar, and а wooden 
cross which atood apen it; ont the bell-ropes, broke open tho chest 
in whioh the sacramenta! vessels were kept, avd destroyed some of 
them; removed the altar candlesticks, and having stamped upon 
them, threw them into the oburohyard; tore up & portion of the 
iucumbent's vestments, and besmeared the ohsnorl and its sittings 
and the Шатіпебей work over the o»mmunion-teble with pu.rid 
eggs.
